The Farm Land* Bank— 


Mr. Wood gets his idea of a farm 


lands bank from a Lill just paesed by

This bank Is to be financed by 


the state and conducted by state of- 
ficials. 
The state is to pay into 


it $500,000 and one-half ot this money 
is to be loaned to owners of farm 
lands, to the amount of one half of 
the appraised value of their lands, no 
loan of more than $10,000 or of less 
than $250. 
These loans to bear 4% 


per cent interest and* to run for a 
long term of years, probably 20 to 25. 
Against these loans the state is to 
Issue farm debenture bonds, which 
will find ready sale.

Italy Reveals Unique New Arm 


to the World. 


Mountaineer* of th* Alp* Perform 


F**t* Which Nobody B«ll*v*d Pos- 


sible—Scale Summits and Take 


-Emmy by Surprise. 


Home.—The Italian war ba* re- 


vealed to the world a new arm, the 
"Alpines." 


The Alpine troops are strictly an 


Italian institution and, with the Ber- 
saglieri, form a picked corps. -The de- 
fense of the Alps is intrusted to them. 


First of all an Alpine soldier I* a 


son of the Alps. They are recruited 
there and they are organized Into 
battalions. The mountaineer of the 
Alps never wastes a shot His mark- 
manship must be Infallible or the fam- 
ished 
wolves infesting the deep, 


wooded gorges will destroy his herd. 


When military conscription claimed 


him he knew every peak, road and 
track. Constant exposure to the 
severe winter cold or the heat ot 
the summer had hardened his mus- 
cles and made him Insensible to fa- 
tigue. 


The training of the Alpine Includes 


everything belonging to the infantry 
arm and more. .He is taught how to 
regard a cave as his fortress and a 
rock as a redoubt 
He is taught 


methodically and scientifically how to 
climb to an almost Inaccessible peak 
or scale a sheer wall with the help 
of a rope and pick. Further, he 
learns how to dynamite a rock in the 
space of a few seconds and how to 
set tons of stones rolling down upon 
the enemy climbing after him. 


The training and fighting qualities 


of the Alpine were put to a severe 
test during the advance in the Tren- 
tlno and Carnlc frontiers, where the 
occupation of the passes and the sum- 
mits dominating them had to be made 
swiftly and effectively. The task de- 
volved wholly on the Alpines and in- 
fantry. 


On May 25. at two in the morning 


the reveille was sounded and the Al- 
pines received the order to scale the 
summits facing them, chase the enemy 
away and prepare the ground for the 
Infantry and artillery. Not In a sin- 
gle Instance did tbe Alpines fall to 
reach their objective. 


The Austrians were surprised and 


either fled or surrendered after a 
brief resistance. At noon every bat- 
tery of mountain artillery was in its 
place and shelling the Austrian torts. 
Simultaneously the Infantry occupied 
the passes and entrenched itself un- 
der the protection of the artillery. 


On the Carnlc frontier, or more pre- 


cisely. In the Monte Nero sector, the 
task entrusted to the Alpines was 
harder and more complicated. 


Probably the exact history of the 


capture of the five peaks composing 
the Monte Nero range will never be 
written, but eye-witnesses maintain 
that this history will be a hymn of 
praise to the Italian Alpine troops. 
General Cadorna in describing the 
capture of Monte Poce, tbe fifth peak, 
•aid the Alpines performed 
feats 


which nobody believed possible. The 
Austrians themselves regarded this 
particular peak as absolutely Impreg- 
nable. Towards Italy It was nothing 
but a sheer wall. The only way of 
approach lay through a deep gorge 
on tbe northern side of the mountain 
looking toward Plezzo. On the Ital- 
ian side even a sentry waa regarded 
a* superfluous. 


The only way to take the fort was 


to scale the wall and reach the 
trenchei undetected.

The rest It known. Twer Austrian 


companies were surprised and dis- 
patched in their sleep. Two more 
shared the same fate. Later In the 
day, the Austrians launched against 
the Italians a battalion of Hungarian 
Honved, In a desperate effort to re- 
take the position, but the battalion 
was annihilated and the bodies ot 
the Hungarians are still at the bottom 
of the gorge.

London.—Diamonds are likely to be 


extremely expensive in the near fu- 
ture, for there is likely to be a scarc- 
ity of the commodity when peace 
comes. ' Production has as good as 
ceased. The mines in South Africa 
are closed down, their engineering 
staffs disbanded and their native la- 
borers repatriated. It will take a 
long time to restore the industry to 
its old activity. 


When the war broke out the syndi- 


cate in Berlin which buys the dia- 
monds from Southwest Africa found 
Itself with a stock of 1.600,000. These 
are being cut for very low wages by 
craftsmen In Belgium and sold via 
Holland to the United States. The 
United State* la practically the only 
country buying diamonds now. 


On the declaration of war the syn- 


dicate which takes over the De Beers 
and Jagersfonteln products had a 
stock of 4,000,000. It ha* already dis- 
posed of half, and the Premier mine, 
which market* it* own diamond*, has 
got rid of a third.

A fruit dealer,

to bur enthusiastic outburst, guessed 
the place did very well 
As for him 


self he had been brought up there 
and making a living was none too 
easy, he assured us 


We spent two days in 
Colorado 


Springs The season was in full blast 
and tourist prices prevailed in hotel 
accommodations, which are excellent 
and numerous, and otherwise 
The 


winter tourists who complain of high 
prices on the Florida East Coast 
should not choose Colorado Springs 
for a summer resort in which to 
economize 


After a good night's rest, we 


started out early Tuesday morning 
with a sightseeing automobile party, 
and among the numerous attractions 
visited were Williams canon, where 
a narrow, rocky road crossed by pur 
ling streams picked its way between 
mountains whose peaks, snow capped 
lifted their heads perhaps a thousand 
feet above Temple Drive the Cave 
of the Winds after a climb of 7,457 
feet along a fine mountain road whicn 
thrills the traveler at every turn nith 
a 
moving panorama 
of yawning 


chasms, mountain ranges and rolling 
country, covered with ripening grain 
under the hot July sun 
The beautl 


ful little city of Manltou, Mushroom 
Park and the Garden of the Gods, a 
trail familiar to the seasoned traveler, 
were all enjoyed by our party •« 1th th" 
keen relish of first sight 
Later in 


the day we had a suburban car drive 
in an opposite direction, and returned 
to our hotel with sun burned noses 
In fact the altitude and cooling moun 
tain breezes mislead us as to the 
power of the suns rays 
To feel en 


tlrely at home, in the evening we at- 
tended the movies at the largest play 
house in the city 


Colorado 
Springs, 
Manitou and 


Colorado City, which are towns lying 
alongside after the manner of Sea 
breeze and Daytona Beach, contain 
40 000 inhabitants 
Colorado City, be 


•tween the two, is the business center 
The springs are located at Manitou 
the word meaning the great healer, 
and was named by the Indians tribe 
who discovered it 
Colorado Springs 


is much the largest of the three 
It 


is a city of wide streets, beautiful 
parks, handsome churches and homes, 
many of them built by retired million 
alres 
It is also well to mention the 


Denver and Rio Grande railway sta- 
tion, which is very attractive, the 
grounds being set to flowers and or 
namental shrubbery One of the well 
kept city parks is just across the 
street from the depot 


We left Colorado Springs about 


noon Wednesday, two hours late, on 
the Denver & Rio Grande, tor Salt 
Lake City by way of the Grand Canon 
and Tennessee Pass, the latter the 
highest point, 10,240 feet above sea 
level, which however, we passed In 
the night Tennessee Pass is at the 
top of the continental divide between 
the Atlantic and Pacific slopes This 
was the day we were to pass through 
some of the grandest scenery euroute 
to San Francisco, and when our car 
was switched on standing room was 
at a premium on the observation car, 
which all along had been crowded

health and that it shall be paid for 
from the funds of the board, which al- 
•eady are taxed to the limit to carry 
on the present work. 


This act provides that the county 


physician of each county, where the 
county has such an officer, shall be 
.he medical inspector of the children 
of tile county, and where no such 
officer has been named, the county 
commissioners shall appoint one, but 
n either case the inspector is to be 
>aid by the state board of health 
'rom its funds. It provides, also, that 
no one Inspector shall be responsible 
or the examination of more thai 
2,500 children. 


There Is the further proviso that In 


cities of more than 5,000 population, 
n which the medical inspection of 
he school has already b*en estab- 
Ished by the authorities of such 
cities, this law shall not be operative, 
provided that such city inspection 
shall use the forms prescribed by the 
state board and shall report to it.

ncludes two branches or divisions of 
vork, one to determine their freedom 


Now the cost of this service is the 


problem that the state board of health 
is trying to solve 
Operations of the 


'same nature under the Russell Sage 
foundation, covering wide and long 
experience, have placed the cost per 
child of such examination to deter- 
mine the presence of contagious dis- 
ease, at 15 cents 
Thirty-five cents 


additional, or 50 cents in all, is the 
cost of examination for personal phy- 
sical defects. Almost the same figures 
are reached by another method. 


Such work necessarily must be per- 


formed by a trained physician. For 
one man to examine the full quota of 
2,500 children \vould require his time 
to the exclusion of his private prac- 
tice for four mouths. Such service 
could hardly be bought for less than 
$200 a month and necessary expenses, 
and it would be wqrth that sum. This 
would amount practically to BO cents 
for each pupil, especially in rural com- 
munities in which the schools 
are 


widely scattered over long distances. 


The census of 1910, the latest work- 


ing basis for computation, gave Flor- 
ida 130,000 school children, subject to 
the provisions of this law. Doubtless 
the number has vastly increased li 
the five rears elapsed, and it is prob- 
ably close to 200,000 or more, at the 
present time. But accepting the num- 
ber as 130,000, 52 inspectors would be 
required to perform the service, at a

pies the locomotive cab long befor 
the trusty, grime-besmeared englni 
man guides the throttle—a man aroun 
whom neither the artist, the writer nor 
the poet seems to have woven the fan 
ciful and the heroic, says the Phlla 
delphta Record 


After the huge modern locomotlv 


Is completed It may be necessary to 
send this powerful machine thousand 
of miles across the country 
From 


Philadelphia the trip may be to Port 
land, Ore, or far oft Into the coldes 
and wildest regions of Canada. A ne 
locomotive cannot be used to pull a 
train traveling in that direction, as 
turning Immediately the work to 
which it has been built 
It probably 


belongs to another railroad and mus 
be shipped to the ordered destination 
as freight 


Most of us have traveled sufficiently

and caretaker of two of the newly bull 
engines and is required to remain with

While traveling he must atay awake 


watchful of possible accidents and 
breakages For days and weeks he is 
practically under solitary confinement, 
snatching an occasional few minutes o 
sleep when the train halts and tha 
only after he has completed a thor 
ough examination of the engines. His 
life is unusual ,In many respect* It Is 
similar,to that of a tramp. He travels 
from one end of the continent to the 
other by freight and Is seldom at home 


From the time he leaves the locomo- 


tive works he lives in the cab of one 
of the engines The back is boarded 
up, with a small slfdlng door in the 
middle 
Within it is fitted out as a 


combination eating and sleeping room 
The quarters are cramped, but the 
messenger finds space for his needs 
On the left side he places a temporary 
bunk and over it a shelf 
A small coal 


stove heats the compartment. On the 
right Is a table and seat

weeks 


Attached to the locomotive works 


are about 150 messengers During the 
busy season these men are riding the 
railroads farther and longer than the 
most hustling of our city drummers

His unconventional apartment does 


not make the messenger any the less 
appreciative of good food 
And some 


of these men have gained fame for 
their cooking Said one man who has 
made so many trip* that the work has

butter and coffee, several loaves of 
bread that will keep fresh a week If 
properly cared for, a quarter-peck of 
onions and potatoes, a half-donn boxes 
of biscuits, two down of eggs, some 
canned vegetables, a couple of slices 
of ham and sufficient sugar.

to the World. 


Mountaineer* of the 
Alp* Perform 


F*«U Which Nobody Believed Pos- 


sible—Scale Summit* «nd Take 


-Enemy by Surprise. 


Rome.—The Italian war has re- 


vealed to the world a new arm, the 
"Alpines." 


The Alpine troops are strictly an 


Italian institution and, with the Ber- 
saglieri, form a picked corps. The de- 
fense of the Alps Is Intrusted to them. 


First of all an Alpine soldier I* a 


ion of the Alps 
They are recruited 


there and they are organized Into 
battalions. The mountaineer ot the 
Alps never wastes a shot His mark- 
manshlp must be Infallible or the fam- 
ished wolves Infesting the deep, 
wooded gorges will destroy his herd. 


When military conscription claimed 


him he knew every peak, road and 
track. Constant exposure to the 
severe winter cold or the heat of 
the summer had hardened his mus- 
cles and made him Insensible to fa- 
tigue. 


The training of the Alpine Includes 


everything belonging to the infantry 
arm and more. He Is taught how to 
regard a cave as his fortress and a 
rock as a redoubt 
He is taught 


methodically and scientifically how to 
climb to an almost Inaccessible peak 
or scale a sheer wall with the help 
of a rope and pick. Further, he 
learns how to dynamite a rock in the 
space of a few seconds and how to 
set tons of stones rolling down upon 
the enemy climbing after him. 


The training and fighting qualities 


of the Alpine were put to a severe 
test during the advance in the Tren- 
tlno and Carnlc frontiers, where the 
occupation of the passes and the sum- 
mits dominating them had to be made 
swiftly and effectively. The task de- 
volved wholly on the Alpines and In- 
fantry. 


On May 25. at two in the morning 


the reveille was sounded and the Al- 
pines received the order to scale the 
summits facing them, chase the enemy 
away and prepare the ground for the 
Infantry and artillery. Not In a sin- 
gle Instance did the Alpines fall to 
reach their objective. 


The Austrians were surprised and 


either fled or surrendered after a 
brief resistance. At noon every bat- 
tery of mountain artillery was In Its 
place and shelling the Austrian forts 
Simultaneously the infantry occupied 
the passes and entrenched itself un- 
der the protection of the artillery. 


On the Carnlc frontier, or more pre- 


cisely. In the Monte Nero sector, the 
task entrusted to the Alpines was 
harder and more complicated 


Probably the exact history of the 


capture of the five peaks composing 
the Monte Nero range will never be 
written, but eye-witnesses maintain 
that this history will be a hymn of 
praise to the Italian Alpine troops. 
General Cadorna In describing the 
capture of Monte Poce, the fifth peak, 
said the Alpines performed feats 
which nobody believed possible. The 
Austrians themselves regarded this 
particular peak as absolutely Impreg- 
nable. Towards Italy It was nothing 
but a sheer wall. The only way ot 
approach lay through a deep gorge 
on the northern side of the mountain 
looking toward Plezzo. On the Ital- 
ian side even a sentry was regarded 
as superfluous.

to scale the wall and reach the 
trenchet undetected.

The rest Is known. Two* Austrian 


companies were surprised and dis- 
patched In their sleep. Two more 
shared the same fate. Later In the 
day the Austrians launched against 
the'Italians a battalion of Hungarian 
Bonved, In a desperate effort to re- 
take the position, but the battalion 
was annihilated and the bodies of 
the Hungarians are still at the bottom 
of the gorge.

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Aug. 19.— 


An Insight into the volume of tourist 
travel which -will go over the Dixie 
highway when it IB ready for travel, Is 
given by the large number o£ inquiries 
received at the office of the Dixie 
Highway association in this city and 
by the various automobile 
clubs 


throughout the 'country as well as by 
the increased number of tourists who 
are now using the Dixie highway as 
reported by the various cities and 
towns. 


The inquiries being made for route 


Information on the Dixie highway, not 
only come from'the middle, northern 
and western states, from which the 
greatest percentage of travel will be 
secured, but from points along the 
Atlantic and Pacific coasts. M. D. 
Bass -• Portland, Ore., was among 
those recently asking for road infor- 
mation. - Mr. Bass stated in his letter 
that a large number of inquiries are 
being received in Portland from tour- 
ists who want to travel thronugh the 
south. Carl G. Fisher, of Indianapolis, 
the oroginator of the Dixie highway 
movement, and a member of the exe- 
cutive committee of the association, 
stated that a prominent resident of 
Detroit, Mich., had secured a party of 
owners of 14 cars to make the trip 
to Miami this fall over the Dixie high- 
way. 
They had planned to carry two 


trucks with them to carry their bag- 
gage in addition to a specially equip 
ped commissary truck to look after 
:heir wants whenever ample hotel ac- 
commodations were not available. In 
Edmonson county, Kentucky, it was 
reported that 100 automobiles laden 
with tourists had passed over the 
Dixie highway within 24 hours. It is 
a common occurrence to see numerous 
"foreign" cars on the street of the 
southern cities along the Dixie high- 
way, although this is not the season 
of the year when the south will be 
the mecca of tourists. 


When it is taken into consideration 


that the 
present 'condition of the 


Dixie highway has been thoroughly ad- 
vertised, and the public has been ad 
vised of the large amount of construc- 
tion work going on, which means that 
the road is torn up and detours made 
necessary, the present amount of tour 
ing along the highway Is insignificant, 
compared with the immense volume 
which may be reasonably expected 
.next year when the highway is thrown 
open for through travel.

DIAMONDS WILL COST MORE 


War Ciirae* Practical Gestation of 


Production In South African 


Mine*. 


London.—Diamonds are likely to be 


extremely expensive in the near fu- 
ture, for there is likely to be a scarc- 
ity of the commodity when peace 
comes. 
Production has as good as 


ceased. The mines in South Africa 
are closed down, their engineering 
staffs disbanded and their native la- 
borers repatriated. It will take a 
long time to restore the industry to 
its old activity 


When the war broke out the syndi- 


cate In Berlin which buys the dia- 
monds from Southwest Africa found 
Itself with a stock of 1.600,000. These 
are being cut for very low wages by 
craftsmen In Belgium and sold via 
Holland to the United States. The 
United States Is practically the only 
country buying diamonds now. 


On the declaration of war the syn- 


dicate which takes over the De Beers 
and Jagersfonteln products had a 
stock of 4,000,000. It has already dis- 
posed of half, and the Premier mine, 
which markets its own diamond*, has 
got rid of a third.

edge of enthusiasm. A fruit dealer, 
where 
every variety of the 
most 


tempting fruit was offered, to answer 
to our enthusiastic outburst, guessed 
the place did very well. As for him 
self he had been brought up there 
and making a living was none too 
easy, he assured us. 


We spent two days In 
Colorado 


Springs. The season was in full blast 
and tourist prices prevailed to.hotel 
accommodations, which are excellent 
and numerous, and otherwise. 
The 


winter tourists who complain of high 
prices on the Florida East Coast 
should not choose Colorado Springs 
for a summer resort in which 
to 


economize. 


After a good night's rest, ' we 


started out early Tuesday 
morning 


with a sightseeing automobile party 
and among the numerous attractions 
visited were Williams' canon, where 
a narrow, rocky road, crossed by pur 
ling streams, picked its way between 
mountains whose peaks, snow-capped 
lifted their heads perhaps a thousand 
feet above, Temple Drive, the Cavi 
of the Winds, after a climb of 7,457 
feet along a fine mountain road whicn 
thrills the traveler at every turn with 
a

panorama 
of 
yawnini 


chasms, mountain ranges and rollin; 
country, covered with ripening grair 
under the hot July sun. The beautl 
ful little city of Manitou, Mushroom 
Park and the Garden of the Gods, 
trail familiar to the seasoned traveler 
were all enjoyed by our party with th 
keen relish of first sight. Later i 
the day we had a suburban car driv 
in an opposite direction, and returne 
to our hotel with sun-burned nose 
In fact the altitude and cooling moun 
tain breezes mislead us as to th 
power of the sun's rays. To feel en 
tirely at home, in the evening we a 
tended the movies at the largest play 
house in the city.

It is also well to mention th 
Denver and Rio Grande railway st 
tion, which is very attractive, th 
grounds being set to flowers and o 
namental shrubbery. One of the well 
kept city parks is just across th 
street from the depot. 


We left Colorado Springs abou 


noon Wednesday, • two hours late, o 
the Denver & Rio Grande, for 
Sa 


Lake City by way of the Grand Cano 
and Tennessee Pass, the latter th 
highest point, 10,240 feet above net 
level, which however, we passed I 
the night. Tennessee Pass is at th 
top of the continental divide betwee 
the Atlantic and Pacific slopes. Thl 
was the day we were to pass throug 
some of the grandest scenery enrout 
to San Francisco, and when our ca 
was switched on standing room was 
at a premium on the observation ca 
which all along had been crowded

dignitaries of the Roman Catholic 


hnrch, is not used as headgear— 
except. Indeed, for a minute or two at 
the ceremony of the creation ot the 


ew cardinal. 
It Is afterward hung In the church 
f the cardinal's title and remains his 
most cherished possession 
When he 


dies It Is taken down, laid upon his 
coffin and buried with him. 


The recent deaths of two Y*ry well 


known cardinals—Mgrs Oreglia and 
tampolla—have left vacancies In the 
college of cardinals which the pope 


rill shortly fill, Pearson's Weekly 
tates. 


The full number of the college Is 
0, but they are not all of equal rank. 
There are six cardinal bishops, 60 car- 


inal priests and 14 cardinal deacons 
it present the number Is only 68, 
there being no fewer than 12 vacan 
cles 


So it Is almost certain that tb» pope 


will take the occasion to select more 
ban two new members 


According to the law, the nomlna- 


ion of new cardinals rests with the 
pope, but he not only consults existing 
cardinals, but also considers sugges 
ions offered by the government of 
Ionian Catholic countries such as 
Spain and Austria 


When the nominations have been 


decided upon a secret consistory Is 
called and all the cardinals or as 
many as are able to be present, as 
semble in the Vatican 
At one end 


ot the room is a magnificent throne 
[raped in crimson, on which is seated 
the pope 


Before the proceedings open the 


room Is cleared of all except the car 
dlnals No one else may remain, with 
ne one exception of a ruling monarch 


The pope then delivers an address 


and after thin is over readff-out the 
names of the new cardinals At that 
all the cardinals present rise and re 
move the red silk csps which they are 
wearing as a token of assent 
" 


But thU is not by any means' the 


end of the business The new eardi 
nal has 
many formalities 
txc go 


through and large sums of mon*y to 
pay out before he is properly invented 


First, he receives a messwWr, 


usually, we believe, one of noble llrth 
and belonging to the pope's own body- 
guard, who formally gives him notice 
of the honor conferred upon hint 


In the past times It was the custom 


to pay thia messenger a fee amounting 
to £400 
This has been decreased, 


bnt Is still heavy 


Then 
comes another 
messenger 


called the "ablegate," who carries the 
•beret" He has to be rewarded with 
£250 


The new cardinal must also pay tor 


the "bull" or his "commission," as It 
may be called 
This means an outlay 


of about £85, while his cardinal's 
ring will cost him not less than £129 


To add to all this comes an enor- 


mous tailor's bill 
By ecclesiastical 


regulation a cardinal must possess 
four costumes 
These vary in cost 


from £200 down to about £100 
The 


hatter, too, comes in for his share, 
for he has to supply four different 
hats bound with green and gold cords, 
and a scarlet silk cap 


The new cardinal's installation is a 


magnificent ceremony which takes 
place In the royal Tiall of the Vatican

A new 
locomotive cannot be used to pull a 
train traveling in that direction, as- 
suming immediately the work for 
which it has been built 
It probably 


belongs to another railroad and must 
be shipped to the ordered destination 
as freight 


Most of us have traveled sufficiently 


or been near railroads enough to have 
become familiar with the sight of a 
long freight train which is made up 
of numerous locomotives, fresh paint 
and ehiny metal testifying to their 
newness, between the familiar box aud 
gondola cars 
They are not traveling 


under their own steam but are moving 
as freight, the same as any other mer 
chandlse or machiners 
Grouped In 


twos, each pair is separated from the 
next by four or six regular freight 
cars 
In the cab of each leading lo 


comotlve Bits a man, officially deslg 
nated as the messenger 
He is guard 


and caretaker of two of the newly built 
engines and is required to remain with 
them continually until they reach the 
place where the owners take nosse- 
slon 


White traveling he must stay awake 


watchful of possible accidents and 
breakages For days and weeks he is 
practically under solitary confinement, 
snatching an occasional few minutes of 
sleep when the train halt? and that 
only after he has completed a thor 
ough examination ot the engines. His 
life is unusual ,In many respects It is 
similar,to that of a tramp. He travels 
from one end ot the continent to the 
other by freight and is seldom at home 


From the time he leaves the locomo- 


tive works he lives In the cab of one 
ot the engines The back Is boarded 
up, with a small sliding door in the 
middle 
Within it is fitted out as a 


combination eating and sleeping room 
The quarters are cramped, but the 
messenger finds space for his needs 
On the left side he places a temporary 
bunk and over it a shelf 
A small coal 


stove beats the compartment On the 
right Is a table and seat 
His provi- 


sions and fuel are stored in the ten- 
der 
Thus he lives during his trip, 


which may mean three, four or five 
weeks 


Attached to the locomotive works 


are about 150 messengers During the 
busy season these men are riding the 
railroads farther and longer than the 
most hustling of our city drummers 
They return to this city on passenger 
trains and their mileage is covered by 
the company 


His unconventional apartment does 


not make the messenger any the less 
appreciative of good food 
And some 


of these men have gained fame for 
their cooking Said one man who has 
made so many trips that the work has 
almost become monotonous "I usually 
start with a good supply, and for a 
three weeks' trip get a pound each ot 
butter and coffee, several loaves ot 
bread that will keep trash a week If 
property oared tor, a quarter-peck ot 
onions and potatoes, a half-down boxes 
ot biscuits, two doten ot eggs, some 
canned vegetables, a couple ot slices 
of ham and sufficient sugar. Like my- 
self, most ot the boys hare a sweet 
tooth, and like bun* and cakes and rice 
puddings

go without some cans ot sardines, tor
